the permanent value of our own 
property, whether it may be many 
acres or only the borough lot.

Essentials to Success Pointed Out— 


Inoculating Bacteria. 


There are few farmers nowadays 


who are not interested in alfalfa, but 
there are many who have the idea 
that it is a very diflicule plant to suc- 
ceed with. 
It is, in one way, for 


alfalfa will not stand very careless 
farming. 


But there is nothing required to 


make a success with alfalfa that is 
not also required to make the great- 
est success with clover. 
Here is a 


ist for alfalfa: 


Well drained soil; 
Thorough preparation of seed bed; 
Recently applied lime; 
Right time for seeding; 
Good seed; 
Inoculation; 
No nurse crop. 
Alfalfa'land must be a little better 


drained than for clover; care must be 
taken to get the weeds well under 
control; there is greater need of lime; 
an'd there must be no nurse crop-. In 
these details alfalfar'-requires more 
care and judgment than" clover; but 
the crop is so much more valuable- 
and permanent' that-this is paid for 
many times over if a good stand' is 
procured. 


Th*ere' remains the prime necessity 


of inoculation. Nine-tenths of our 
failures "with "alfalfi .are "due to lack" 
of inoculation. 'The nitrogen gatnef^ 
ing'bacteria on the roots se'em' neces- 
sary to healthy growth. 
Inoculation, 


however, is simple, costs nothing 
where the pure cultures are used, re- 
quires butaa few minutes of time, 
and -it 'ought not ,to be necessary to 
urge the.practice. 


Field experience here covers some 


hundreds Of inoculations of clover, 
alfalfa, soy beans, cowpeas, veatch, 
etc. 
The remarkable difference be- 


tween the behavior of the inoculated 
and'uninoculated plants, side by side, 
especially during- the drought and 
heaving period, ha's just about made 
'inoculation a regular farm practice 
"Vere.?P Si'de' by side* I have repeatedly, 
seen' inoculated clover pull through 
while uninoculated dry-killed or win- 
ter-killed. 
Soy beans and cowpeas 


have failed to make a profitable crop 
where uninoculated while, right be- 
side them, that part of the seed 
which was inoculated has brought 
splendid returns. You might just as 
well come to it now as later. We are 
not talking experimentally, but of 
actual field results, not test plats but 
acres; and inoculation is too good a 
thing to pass by. 


Alfalfa has not succeeded with us 


where a nurse crop was used, though 
we have used every nurse crop in the 
list. 
Undoubtedly it does succeed 


with a nurse under some conditions; 
but when it does it does it in spite of 


As to the time of seeding, I prefer 


early July, as based, both on good 
reasoning and actual field work here; 
provided, always, that the ground 
was plowed and limed early and the 
weeds are thoroughly under control, 
and the laud has been kept well har- 
rowed. August seeding is all right; 
but the July planting makes it that 
much surer that the plant will go in- 
to winter quarters in thoroughly vig- 
orous condition. 
Once started, al- 


falfa will stand lots of punishment 
from the summer droughts; we have 
found that out^ in our field work. I 
do not" like the spring seedings as a 
rule; 
there is always danger of 


weeds. 


Now as to the method of seeding. 


The most satisfactory seedings I have 
ever done were through the timothy 
box of the ordinary grain drill, slop- 
ing the dropping board so as to throw 
the seed in front of the hose and let- 
ting the hose drag to cover the seed. 
The seed can' also be run through the 
hose, but if that is done you will have 
to wire the lever so as not to allow 
the hose to cover the seed over an 
inch or an inch and a quarter on the 
average. 
In summer seedings of 


course you must get the seed- next 
to ground moist enough to germinate 
it. 
Broadcasting either by hand or 


with a r.egular broadcaster is per- 
fectly satisfactory; 
but this work 


should be done on a cloudy day or 
early or late in the day, if the seed 
has been inoculated, as the inoculat- 
ed seed must not tie exposed for "a 
long time to the direct rays of the 
sun: Usually a single harrowing with 
a spike tooth will cover broadcast 
seed about right; the spring tooth 
covers too deep • and brusning not 
deep enough. 


Where soil is used for inoculating 


it should be sifted through an ordi- 
nary sand- sieve, and kept- covered 
with burlap to- keep the sunlight off; 
and not allowed to become dry. 
It 


can- be run very nicely (if sifted) 
through the fertilizer box- of the 
drill; or can be broadcast and har-* 
rowed in at once.

Cattle, Horses, Sheep and Swine 
and the Taking Up and Disposing, 
of the Same in the Borough of 
Raiusburg. 
Be' it ordained by the Burgess and 


Council of the Borough of Rainsburg 
assembled, etc. 


That it shall be the duty of the 
High Constable, Street Commission- 
er, or any other person appointed by 
the Council or.Burge.ss for the pur- 
pose, to take up'and detain any horse 
or horses, sheep, swine, cow or 
cows found running at large in said 
Borough any time; and if no owner 
or owners shall appear for the space 
of forty-eight hours and prove prop- 
erty and remove said horse or horses, 
sheep, swine, cow or cows, or other 
cattle, first having paid the proper 
officer for the use of the Borough, 
the sum of One Dollar for each horse, 
cow or other cattle, and. the sum of 
twenty-five cents for each sheep or 
swine so taken up and detained, and 
also all costs and charges for their 
feed and care while in the custody of 
such officer; or if the owner or own- 
ers of such horse or horses, sheep, 
swine, cow or cows, or other cattle 
so taken up and detained shall ap- 
pear and refuse to pay said fine, costs 
and charges, then the said 
officer 


shall sell the same, first giving not 
less than five days' notice of the 
time and place ot said sale posting 
not less than three written or printed 
bills in public places in said Borough, 
and after the payment of said fine 
and all costs and charges out of the 
'jioteeds of said sale, the surplus, if 
anj, shall be tendeied to the owner 
or owners if known, and if such own- 
er or owners refuse to accept the 
same, it shall be paid into the Bor- 
ough tieasury foi the use of the said 
Borough.

market. 
But what of the lateral 


roads? 
We are faced with a splen- 


did opportunity to.make farming in- 
vestment in this very beautiful coun- 
try attractive. We can neglect it and 
lose the benefit of the State Roads, 
or we can put our laterals in shape 
and get far better prices for our 
farms. 
It may be that you do not 


want to sell your farm now, but your 
neighbor does. The price your neigh- 
bor gets for his farm is dependent 
on the roads to his farm from the 
nearest market point; and when you 
come to sell, the price of your farm 
is going to be regulated largely by 
what your neighbor got for his. No 
man can stand aloof in this matter 
without hurting his own pocket. 


Even for the present, while it is 


impossible to estimate, the saving due 
to the ability of hauling heavier 
loads, the lessened wear and tear up- 
on and damage to farm equipment 
and animals, we all know from our 
own experience that it is serious. So, 
if we pass by the question of comfort 
for the present and permanent values 
for the future, we cannot pass by 
the question of daily expense due to 
bad reads. 


The law provides for the turning 


of water from the roads into adjoin- 
ing fields; and this may be done as 
often as is necessary to drain the 
roads properly. 
This power, the 


road machine and the King drag, 
combined, make possible almost per- 
fect roads in "every part of Bedford 
County; and these roads can'be built 
and maintained. at. about half what 
we pay for the roads we now have to 
travel. 


There is not "space in this article to 


go into the detail of this statement;

In his very able article of last 


week Mr. Richards called attention 
to .the fact that the "use of the King 
drag, (supplementing the road ma- 
chine which must be used to shape 
the road), packs the roadbed so that 
after each dragging it becomes hard- 
er, more Impervious to water and 
less liable to be rutted by travel.

Grasshoppers Injuring Alfalfa 
We have been accustomed to ig- 


nore the importance of grasshopper 


as to drive them pretty wellr toward 
the middle, and there they could b"e 
exterminated by spraying with a crop 
sprayer, the same as is used for po- 
tatoes. If this is not done the pests 
accumulate, and become .mote and 
more in number each year. 
* 


"The alfalfa field is particularly 


adapted to the increase of such pests, 
for the reason that this crop remains 
in the field sometimes for several 
years, and thus the important method 
of pest control by nteans of crop ro- 
tation is not possible. 
This is one 


feature that must be considered In 
the growing of alfalfa. As surely as 
you let the grasshoppers or other 
pests attack this crop unchecked, and 
multiply in the field year after year, 
they will prove more and more 
seriously destructive. 
One of the 


two methods suggested above should 
help to give relief from them.

predicted (I Kings >'iii. 1. 2. and II 
Kings xxiil. 1-17>. Joslah was one of 
seven men in the Bible story who were 
mentioned by name; before they were 
born. 
Let those who are interested 


search them out. 


A very interesting incident to me 


concerning the- other boy king.. Joash, 


the way the money was obtained to 


repair the house of the Lord. I refer 
to the chest, with tbe hole in the lid; 
placed by the altar to receive-the of- 
ferings'of the people, and it worked 
splendidly, and money was gatfeeted 
In abundance. 
Whether Josiab gath- 


ered his money for repairs In the same 
way or not It is not said, but the same 
thing is written in each case concern- 
Ing the workmen—viz. that no reckon- 
ing was kept with them because they 
dealt faithfully (II Kings xii. 9-15; 
xxii. 7). 


Note that Josiah in doing right in 


the sight of the Lord turned neither 
to the right hand nor to the left (verse 
2). Remember the oft repeated phrases 
in Leviticus, "unto the Lord" and "be- 
fore the Lord," and the command 
to Abraham, "Walk before me and be 
thou sincere" (Gen. xvii. 1, margin). 


When he was sixteen years old he be- 


gan to seek tbe. God of David, his fa- 
ther, and when he was twenty he be- 
gan to purge Judah and Jerusalen- 
from idols (verse 3), so that he mus>. 
have sought the Lord according to Jer 
xxix, 13. From verse 2 it would seem 
that he personally superintended the 
breaking down of the idol altars, and 
therefore the work would be done thor- 
oughly. Verse 5 refers to the predic- 
tion of the man of God in I Kings xiii. 
2, which we have already mentioned. 


Verses 6 and 7 speak of his carrying 


his cleansing into four of the other 
tribes and of his return to Jerusalem. 
It would seem as If he really did what j 
be could to cleanse the land from idol- 
atry and turn the people back to God. 
It was the last call from God for just 


j twenty-two years after his death the 
! last batch of cn-ptives were carried to 


Babylon, he being succeeded by four 
•bad kings, who reigned twenty-two 
years. 


In the eighteenth year of his reign, 


when he was twenty-six years old. he 
began to repair the house of the Lord 
his God (verse 8). 
Four times in 


verses 8 to 10 the house is mentioned. 
The tabernacle, for about 500 years, 
and then the temple were the heart of 
the national life, nnd nt the beginning 
and close of the lifo on earth of the 
Lord Jesus lie cleansed tho temple. As 
was their treatment of the temple, so 
was their treatment of God, for there 
He revealed Himself to them. 


If as believers we would cleanse our- 


selves from all fllthlness of the flesh 
and spirit, perfecting holiness in the 
fear of. God, we would know more 
fully what it means to' be temples of 
tho living God, dwelling and walking 
In us nnd. manifesting Himself to us 
as our^Fnther, the Lord God Almighty 
(II Cor. vi, 1C: vU, 1).

less, "Handsome is that handsome 
does." 
This text has stood in the 


way of God's people for centuries, 
and still continues in the way of 
many of them. To such it proves the 
Almighty Creator to be a most un- 
kind one, a most un-Fatherly one, 
view the matter as we will. 
Some 


say, lovelessly and illogically, that. 
God provided before the foundation 
of the world a great gehenna of fire, 
torture, suffering, and that all man- 
kind were doomed on account of fath- 
er Adam's transgression, but that 
through Jesus' .death arrangement 
was .made by which the small number 
w"ho walk in His footsteps in the 
"narrow~way" may escape this awful 
eternity. 


Others say, not so; God is love., 


and these unquenchable fires and im- 
mortal worjns -are matters of neces- 
sity which His love cannot overcome 
beca'use, by some slip of unwisdom in" 
the beginning, or by some lack of 
power .since, the Almighty is. unable 
to do ^better than to save the mere 
.handful and to allow -the great mass 
of mankind to suffer endless torture 
in(t-hevfire'that never shall be quench- 
ed, and where the worm will never 
die. 


The Great Teacher Misunderstood 
These words from the lips of our 


Master, the Great .Teacher, have been 
grievously misunderstood. The teach- 
ing of our Protestant childhood was 
to the effect that only the saintly 
elect would go to heaven and that 
others would not only lose heaven, 
but gain an eternal life in torment. 
-Thus our text was understood to por- 
tray what practically the whole world 
of mankind would be compelled to 
endure. 


Tiis hell was pictured to our child- 


hood minds from outside the Bible as 
heated to a white heat. 
If we ex- 


pressed wonder or surprise that any 
creature could endure such conditions 
so long the answer was that God 
would exercise his omnipotent power 
to make us fire-proof and pain-sensi- 
tive. 


Some theologians of the Thomas A. 


Kempis school of thought went so 
far as to picture the poor creatures 
in their sufferings and to show that 
the heat would formakindofanasbes- 
tos covering which would shield them 
from a measure of its intensity. But 
those deluded theologians proceeded 
to explain that these outer coverings 
would crack and shell off every little 
while, leaving the poor victim freshly 
tender that his suffering 
might be 


the more intense. 


Of course, these theologians of the 


past had their difficulty in dealing 
with the worms. They could imagine 
devils who would oversee the torture 
as being made immune to pain by the

chief torturer, the Almighty God. But 
just how to imagine the worms get- 
ting along in so great a heat and how 
they would in any wise increase the 
torture of the poor sufferers was to 
many a perplexity.

devilish lines enabled some to formu- 
late the theory that the worms would 
be fiery ones, living in fire, delighting 
in fire—worms that would 
bore 


through the incrustations and add 
still further to the horrible sufferings

Was This What Jesus Meant? 
Did the Great Teacher intend that 


such conclusions should be drawn 
from His language? 
And did He 


stop short of the description from 
reasons of sympathy or modesty or 


j shame?- Is this the general teaching 
of God'_s Word or has a great and 
terrible mistake been made? And 
have, we mistaken a figure of speech 
and treated it as literal? We erred. 
We misunderstood- 


The Great Teacher wjho rebuked 


His disciples, James and John, when 
they desired to call-fire from heaven 
upon -the Oity of Samaria, because- 
the people thereof refused to sell 
them food'"for the Master—the sym- 
pathetic One who said to them, "Ye 
know not,->what manner of spirit ye 
are of; the Son of man came not .to 
destroy men's lives, but to save 
"them"—:could that S,on_of man in any 
wise intend to tell us that our great 
Heavenly Father had less of the 
fspirit of love and righteousness than 
the two impetuous disciples? 


Did He, mean 'to' intimate that 


while the disciples might impetuously 
have been willing to destroy the 
earthly, life-of- the Samaritans, the 
Heavenly Father, of still more de- 
moniacal 
disposition, 
would treat 


practically all mankind ten million 
times worse than that and use Divine 
Power to all eternity to perpetuate 
the 
sufferings 
of 
his 
earthly 


creatures, which 
His own Word 


declares were born in sin, shapen in 
iniquity, in sin did their mothers con- 
ceive them—earthly creatures, too, 
whose environment was unfavorable 
and whose _Adversary, the Devil, God 
neither destroyed nor bound? 


"Ge'hinnom"—"Gehenna"—Hell 
As we have heretofore seen, the 


only Hebrew word translated hell, 
from Genesis to Malachi, is sheol, 
which is indiscriminately translated 
grave, pit and hell in our Common 
Version of the English Bible-—the 
greatest number of times grave—its 
proper translation. Its Greek equiv- 
alent in the New Testament, we have 
seen, is hades, which likewise is in- 
| discriminately translated grave and 
ihell, but should always be rendered 
grave. 
We repeat again that no 


scholar in the world will claim that 
there is the slightest thought of life 
or suffering or jo£ connected with 
! these words. 


I 
The 
Scriptures distinctly declare 


that "there is neither wisdom, nor de- 
vice, nor knowledge in sheol"—to 
which all, both good and bad, go at 
deatb. and where they remain until 
the resurrection. In the New Testa- 
ment the word tartarus occurs once 
only and is mistranslated hell, where- 
as it should be rendered our earth's 
atmosphere- It has no reference to 
humanity in any way, but to the fall- 
en angels. 
The Apostle says that as 


a punishment "God cast them down 
to tartarus" and they are "reserved 
in chains of darkness until the judg- 
ment of the great Day." 


But today we will examine the 


fourth and last word translated hell 


j in our common English Bible. This 


j word in the Greek is gehenna. It oc- 
curs but twelve times, as follows: 
Matthew v, 22, 29, 30; x, 28; xviii, 
15, 33; Mark ix, 43, 45, 47; Luke xii, 
5; James iii, 6. 
One of the occur- 


rences is in connection with our te<ct 
today. The question is, To what does 
this word gehenna refer? 
Is it a 


name for Purgatory? 
Or a name for 


a still worse place of unending tor- 
ture, as our Protestant creeds de- 
clare? We answer, No. It is a fig- 
ure of speech used to symbolize the 
Second Death—the death from which 
there will be no resurrection, no re- 
suscitation—the everlasting destruc- 
tion mentioned by St. Paul, and of 
which St. Peter says that they which

! beast (II Thessalonians i, 9; TI Peter 
ii, 12). This is very plainly stated 
in Revelation xx, 14, where of this

first reference to it Is in Joshua xv, 
8. Looking at any Bible map of the 
city of Jerusalem, the valley will be 
seen to the southwest of the city wall. 
At a time when the Israelites became 
sadly involved in idolatry, this valley 
was used as a sacred place. An im- 
age of the heatehen god, Moloch, 
made of brass, and hollow, was erect- 
ed. It was so constructed that the 
chair, which was a part of the image, 
constituted a furnace fired from" the 
rear, and the head of the image was 
the top of a flue. 


The image held out its arms as 


though to receive something 
and, 


heated red hot by the fire, was^a re- 
ceptacle in ^vhich deluded Israelites 
placed their children as sacrifices, 
while trumpets were blown, drums 
beaten and the people shouted; sti- 
fling the cries of the tortured infants 
(II Kings xxiii, 10). When the good 
King Josiah came to the throne all 
this idolatry was abolished and. the 
proper worship of God in the temple 
.was resumed. 
Then, lest the people 


should ever again resort to such, atro- 
cious customs, the valley was dese- 
crated. It became a valley of abomi- 
nation. 
It was used as a dumping 


place for the filth of Jerusalem. Dead 
dogs and dead cats, were thrown 
there, and it is claimed that some of 
the vile criminals, after execution, 
were thrown therein instead of being 
given burial-^-to typically illustrate 
that there is no future life for_ such 
obnoxious beings—that they will be 
refuse. 


The valley of Hinnom is now filled 


up and an orchard grows there; but 
originally it was quite deep. 'The 
carcasses of animals were thrown 
there intended for destruction, the 
worms feeding upon them. 
No one 


sought to hinder the worms from 
making a complete- destruction. 
In 


the bottom of the valley fires were 
kindled for the consumption of the 
waste debris, and brimstone was add- 
ed that the fumes of it might destroy 
any 
germs of disease. 
No one 


thought of quenching that fire; it was 
one that was desired. 
This was the 


gehenna of our Lord's day. He uses 
it in a figurative or pictorial sense as 
illustrating'the Second Death, which 
will be the portion of all wilful sin- 
ners. 
He used it also symbolically, 


in connection with other symbols, in 
the book of Revelation, where as al- 
ready seen He explains it to mean the 
Second Death. 


The worms of that valley were no 


more immortal than any other worms 
or maggots and the fires enkindled 
there are not burning now. This ex- 
pression, "Where their worm dieth 
not and the fire is not quenched," 
merely signifies that the destruction 
of the class represented would be 
complete, that nothing would inter- 
fere to save them from destruction. 
Adamic death will be destroyed, as 
the Scriptures declare. 
Christ died 


that He might have the rightful au- 
thority to destroy Adamic death and 
uplift all of Adam's race who will ac- 
cept His favor back to all that was 
losl in Adam, and redeemed at Cal- 
vary. 
But the Second Death is a 


friend to God and to all who love 
righteousness, since it will utterly 
and forever destroy such as have love 
or sympathy for sin and refuse to be 
obedient to the Divine will after full 
enlightenment. 


The Aiititypical "Gehenna" 


As the earthly Jerusalem was a fig- 


ure of the Jerusalem from above, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, the Kingdom of 
God that is to be established in all 
the earth, so'gehcnna and its 
"fife" 


and "worms" prefigured the destruc- 
tion of the Second Death upon every 
wilful sinner, during or shortly after 
the termination of Christ's Mediator- 
ial Kingdom and reign and the deliv- 
ery of the Kingdom back to God, with 
righteousness fully established. 


As the New Jerusalem will not be 


a literal city, with literal streets of 
sold and gates of pearls and walls of 
lowels, neither the valley of Ifinnom 
nor the lake of fire outside the citj of 
Jerusalem will toe literal—both are 
symbolical. The one represents har- 
mony with God, the Divine blessing 


and everlasting life; the other repre- 
| sents separation from God, everlast- 


j ing destruction, the Second Death. 


Fire is never used as a symbol of 


| preservation, far from it. It is al- 
ways a symbol of destruction. 
The 


addition of brimstone intensifies the 
| figure, because burning brimstone is 
lone of the most deadly influences 


j known in the world. It is not only 
• deadly to human and the larger ani- 
mals but also to insects and microbes 
and everything that has life. 


An Old Testament Reference 


j 
This same lesson of the destruc- 


tion of wilful transgressors, as rep- 
resented in the destructiveness of 
the valley of Hinnom (Gehenna), is 
furnished 
by the Prophet 
Isaiah 


(Ixvi, 22-24). 
A familiar sight in 


Isaiah's day was the literal valley 
of Hinnom, used as a figure by the 
Holy Spirit speaking through him, 
pointing to the -antitype and telling 
of the New .Heavens and New Earth 
—the new religious and secular or- 
ganizations of mankind which will be 
accomplished by Messiah's reign— 
and that then evil doers shall not 
escape but shall be completely, utter- 
ly destroyed. "They shall go forth 
and look upon the carcasses of the 
men who have transgressed against 
Me, for their worm shall not die, 
neither shall their fire be quenched; 
and they shall be an abhorrence unto 
all flesh." Nothing is said about 
looking at living beings suffering tor- 
ture, nor is this the thought. God 
never approved of torture, but always 
"condemned"Ttr A" carcass is a dead 
body. 


How glad we should be to .realize 


that God's great Plan will not include 
a great torture chamber containing 
countless myriads of His creatures 
but, as the Scriptures declare, "Every 
creature in heaven and in earth and 
under the earth will be heard saying, 
Praise and glory and honor and do- 
minion and might be unto Him that 
sitteth upon the throne and unto the 
Lamb forever." 


Let Honesty and Truth Prevail 
Having demonstrated that neither 


the Bible nor reason offers the slight- 
est support to the doctrine that eter- 
nal torment is the penalty for sin, we 
note the fact that the various church 
creeds, and confessions, and hymn- 
books, and theological ttcatises, aie

consequent emancipation of reason, 
belief in this horrible, fiendish doc- 
trine of the Dark Ages is fast dying 
out. 
But alas! this is not because 


Christian people generally are zeal- 
ous for the truth of God's Word and 
for His character, and willing to de- 
stroy their grim creed-idols. Ah no! 
they still bow before their admitted 
falsities; they still pledge themselves 
to their defense, and spend time and 
money for their support, though at 
heart ashamed of them, and privately 
denying them.

13). If all would decide to let God 
be true, though it should prove every 
man a liar (Romans iii, 4), and show 
all human creeds to be imperfect and 
misleading, there would be a great 
creed-smashing work done very short- 
ly. Then the Bible would be studied 
and appreciated as never before; and 
its testimony that the wages of sin is 
death (extinction), would be recog- 
nized as a "just recompense of re- 
ward."
